TO THE RESIDENTS OF BAK HLLL 


I wonder how many of you, the residents of Bar Hill realise that we have amongst 
us a group of some 15 - 20 youths apparently hell bent on destroying, 

damaging and abusing anything or anyone they wish. Over recent weeks I have 
received complaints from the Parish Council, the School, the Church, Tescos 
main store and garden centre, the Library, Sunshine Playgroup, the Post Office, 
the Health Centre as well as private individuals. They all take similar 

lines - damage, stone throwing, loutish behaviour, personal abuse etc., etc. 


Some will try to convince you that the problems are caused by the foreign 
students - I know this to be untrue. Those responsible live here and are your 
children. I realise that these youths are not likely to read the Bar Hill 
News, in fact if their behaviour is anything to go by they probably can't 

read anyway, so I have to direct my comments to the parents. Before any of 
you sit back complacently and say "Well, it's not my child", I suggest you 

go out some time and do some checking; or do you caré enough? 


With particular reference to the school, I should remind you that the school 
premises and playing field are private property and whereas in the past the 
school authorities have allowed the reasonable use of playgrounds etc during 
the evening, this policy may well have to be reviewed in light of current 
events. 


I would like to think that this letter could be viewed as a kind of warning; 
if that warning is ignored please don't be surprised if prosecutions follow.
